GOP lawmakers reach deal 


Ex-inmate has brain damage 
after prison suicide attempt

MADISON - The state agreed Tues- 
day to pay $18.9 million to a former teen 
inmate who was severely brain dam- 
aged after a failed suicide attempt at the 
states problem-ravaged juvenile pris- 
on. 

The girl’s attorney, Eric Haag, de- 
scribed it as the largest civil rights set- 
tlement the state has ever reached. With 
other inmate lawsuits pending, Wiscon- 
sin taxpayers could be on the hook for 
further payouts. 


The settlement was announced just 
hours after the state Senate unani- 
mously approved a deal to close Lincoln 
Hills School for Boys and Copper Lake 
School for Girls, which share a campus 
30 miles north of Wausau. 

The Assembly is to approve the mea- 
sure Thursday and send it to Gov. Scott 
Walker. 

The prison is the subject of multiple 
other lawsuits and a 3-year-old criminal 
investigation into child neglect and 
prisoner abuse.

MADISON - Republicans who con- 
trol state government agreed Tues- 
day to spend $100 million to improve 
school safety after days of dispute 
that threatened to tank the legisla- 
tion.

Scott Walker, who unveiled 
the package last week. The proposal

Since 2009, Khalil Audi of Cudahy 
has cashed in lottery tickets 33 times to 
the tune of about $80,000. 

His $10,000 win from Badger Cash 
Blowout? A _ one-in-72,000 chance. 
When he bought a $30 Super Millions 
scratch-off ticket, he had a one- 
in-200,000 shot of winning $5,000 — 
the same odds as giving birth to con- 
joined twins. 

But that ticket cashed, too. 

Audi’s wins are surprising, but he is 
not even the luckiest person in Wiscon- 
sin. 

According to Wisconsin Lottery data 
obtained by Gaming the Lottery, an in- 
ternational investigation into the global 
lottery industry, the state’s most fre- 
quent winner was Annie Mason of Mil- 
waukee. Mason bought tickets worth 
$600 or more 65 times since 2000, for 
total winnings of $466,780. She hung up 
twice when contacted by a reporter.
